While we employ green­ 
backs we must be sure there is no inflation, 
either by enactment or over-issue, and the 
printing of some paits of the bills by outsiders 
is the simplest precaution that security dic­ 
tates, and Congress should promptly give’it.

A fair- 
minded arbitrator can settle a difference be­ 
tween two business men in one-flftietli the 
time and at on ’-hundredth the expense that a 
judge ami a liar full of lawyers can. It don’t 
pay to quarrel, while arbitration pays heavy 
dividends.

SPAIN. 


Some people are born before their lime, aud 
some alter it. No man’s life can be a com­ 
plete success unless llie qualities und habi­ 
tudes of his mind are in sympathy with those 
of iiii uge. We except, of course, the cases 
of reformers who are internally harmonious 
and right, and whose only perplexity aud la­ 
bor is how best to advance their generation by 
overthrowing its sins and bad customs. In 
general men must belong to their time, be 
abreast of its ideas and fall easily into its 
fashions, if they would be at peace and carry 
influence. Tliis is just what Dr. l’utlon of 
Chicago, the prosecutor of Prof. Swing for 
heresy, is uot. Patton should have been ush­ 
ered into this world in the day of John Calvin 
aud beeu engaged with him in the burning of 
all sorts of churchly malcontents and ecclesi­ 
astical free-thinkers. Or, he would have made 
a capital accessory to Cotton Mather and the 
blue-lights of Ids dogmatic day. Ilow-sternly 
he would have sought out aud tried alleged 
cases of witchcraft, and with what odor of 
sanctity would he have drowned them. As it 
is, the Professor has been born out of duo 
time and his constitution renders it impossi­ 
ble for him to understand how ridiculous his 
attitude is in the face of tlie broud-souled cen­ 
tury in which he is a pilgrim and a stranger. 


A Sen-able Nove, 
The best tiling the House Committee of Post 
Offices aud Post Roads lias done in a long 
while is to agree to make the prepayment of 
postage on newspapers absolute. At present 
the receipts of the department from newspaper 
postage are very slight, ami out of all pro­ 
portion to ilie service performed. Projjably 
not one-quarter of the postage due according 
to law is received, nor will it ever be so long 
us the postage is not paid before the paper is 
permitted to enter Llie posl-oflke. It is hardly 
to be expected that it will, and even if it could 
under the present system it costs loo much. 
To collect of subscribers $50 of newspaper 
postage for one-quarter would require the 
preparation and presentation or one thousand 
bills, requiring labor entirely out of propor­ 
tion to the amount involved. Alt this labor 
can be avoided by making each newspaper 
publisher pay so much per p mud in bulk for 
every day’s or week’s issue he puts in the mail. 
This will be the lead inaonveuiout way to 
publishers, as it can be done without extra 
labor or expense, and the government will 
surely gels its money. It is right and proper 
that the Postal Department should be paid for 
carrying papers through its mails. It now 
gets only a pittance of its dues; the new sys­ 
tem will give it all it earns. When the news 
papers pay their dues regularly and squarely 
they will expect more prompt and regular 
delivery 0:1 the part of the post-office. There 
is vast room for improvement in this respect, 
but until the newspapers pay their way grum­ 
bling will hardly be in order. 


IWorton I leant From. 
Senator Morton has had $ hard time since 
the veto, and it is perhaps ungenerous to 
have expected a reply from him sooner. Yet 
one so thoroughly indoctrinated with the doc­ 
trine of inflat iou us he should have been, it 
would 3eem, as able to enunciate Ins opin­ 
ions as the woman whose husband was gen­ 
tly discipliug her for a rather stubborn opin­ 
ion she held on the subject of scisssors. 
Though sick he should have managed a 
c#uple of weeks ago to have flaunted a bundle 
of greenbacks in the air. 
Now that he has mustered strength to write 
about the veto, lie only continues to show 
that the shot struck a vital part, as his letter 
is really an abandonment of his position. He 
has always beeu a tierce advocate of iufla- 
tiou, and uow he seeks 10 show that he was 
only in favor of legalizing the issue of re­ 
serve that the Secretary had arbitrarilv put 
upon the market. Certainly if the forty-four 
.millions are upon the market they should be 
iso legally, and not by the more will of a 
¡financial who isn’t a financier. 
Mr. Morton, it appears; only wants now 
a reapportionment of currency, the West in 
ihe distribution to have u number of millions 
more. Mr. Morton shows a remarkable de­ 
gree oí greenness in financial matters to ex­ 
pect any great relief for the West by any such 
arrangement. Currency flows with the trade 
level, and lie could plant a hundred millions 
of fresh, crisp greenbacks in Minnesota and 
Kansas and Indiana next week and they’d be 
back in Wall street just us soou as the ex­ 
press companies could convey them back. 
What the West wants is capital, a far differ­ 
ent thing from currency. That Senator Mor­ 
ton should be as ignorant of this difference as 
he shows hiinse'.f to be prompts the suggestion 
that a few elementary tracts on finance might 
profitably oe sent West also. 


The Unit Economical Thing Out. 
The English First Lord of the Admiralty 
wants the navy considerably strengthened, so 
Great Britain cau regain her old-time suprem­ 
acy of the seas. It Is perfectly natural that a 
natiou whose maritime interests are so im­ 
mense should desire to make a corresponding 
exhibition of power. But it’s a very costly 
business utul wonderfully wasteful. A gov­ 
ernment vessel liow-a-days has a very bad 
habit of rotting to pieces before its side tim­ 
bers are faitly on, or it rusts before the last 
rivets are securely fastened. It has surprised 
the British people to learn that though they 
have fifty-five great war vessels, of immense 
force In tonnage and metal, yet of all this large 
number ouly fourteen are fit for sea. They 
probably have uot read auy accounts of simi­ 
lar investments on tins side of the water, or 
they would not be surprised. 
The fact is a huge amount of money must 
be wasted by every first-class power so long as 
the present system of settling international 
disputes continues iu vogue. The huge army 
of one nation, with its costly pay-rolls and 
immense waste of time o? men who would 
otherwise be tilling the soil or producing some­ 
thing in other industrial pursuits, necessitates 
the coustant employment by its neighbor of a 
similar establishment of equal or at least ap­ 
proximate strength and of course of like ex­ 
pensiveness.

About 
ten members arrived to-nlgtit, and there will 
doubtless be a quorum to-morrow In theHouse, 
at least. 
To tlie dispatch from President Grant to­ 
day Baxter responded as follows: “Ther* is 
airaosta quorum of both Houses of tho Legis­ 
lature present, aud they have power under 
the Constitution to adjourn from day to day 
until they have a quorum, and they can ad­ 
journ no longer than until they have quorum. 
When they get a quoornm I am In favor of 
their apiourniug as long as they please,or’till 
every Brooks adherent Is piesent. With this 
understanding I will disband my troops in 
proportion as Brooks disbands his, but for 
the meeting of the Legislature at the usual 
place Brooks must quit the State House aud 
get us far from it west as I am east, and de­ 
posit state arms in the state armory and let 
the State House and public buildings bn turn­ 
ed over at ouce to the Secretary of State, to 
whom under law they belong.” 
The above dispatch was endorsed by thirty 
or forty members of the Legislature. Baxter 
to-day received about 600 reinforcements, 
among them about 200 colored men. 
The 
city fs a perfect military camp, and nlmost 
every business house is closed. Matters are 
quiet to-night, und federal troops are on the 
alert to prevent anycouflict. Brooks to-night 
issued a call for an extra session of the Logic- 
tature on the 21th instant. 
Grant Advises Brooks to Accept Bax­ 
ter’s Proposition. 
Washington, May 11.—The President to­ 
night telegraphed to Baxter that he considers 
his last proposition regarding the Legislature 
as fair aud reasonable. He also telegraphed 
the same to Brooks, aud advised him that bis 
interests require its immediate acceptance.

crushing in an adjoining two story block, 
Stevenson’s. The blocks were occupied by 
McArthur, confectiouer; Tauke, jeweller 
Cook, Sheffel A C*., variety store, etc. J 
daughter of the janitor, Frank Vogle, 5 years 
old, was instantly killed, us was also a son of 
Professor Buckham, principal of the State 
Normal School, 14 years of age. Mrs. Buck 
ham had a leg broken and was severely 
braised. Emma Solley, nurse, 14 years old 
had her left arm torn oil aud her skull frac­ 
tured; her Injuries are probably fatal. Reports 
prevail that one or more are still under the 
debries. There were many narrow escapes 
as (hero were some thirty persons in the 
building when it fell. The cause is attributed 
to the carelessness of some masons, who 
knocked out a portion of the back wall of Me 
Arthur’s block to connect it with a new build 
ing iu llio rear.

DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO BREAK 
JAIL. 
A Guard anti a Convict Killed. 
J effersonville, Ind., May 11.—To-day 
four convicts, Kennedy, Applegate, Stanley 
and Port, confined iu tüe state prison here 
knocked down one of the guards, display 
knives and revolvers and oscaped. The party 
were pursued by Warden Shuler and guards 
and a colored convict named Brown. The 
convicts were overtaken and a brisk firing en 
sued. George Chamberlain, a guard, was shot 
through the head by one of the convict3 and 
Instantly killed. Port, one of the convicts 
was also killed, and Brown, a convict ussisting 
the guards, was seriously though not mortally 
wounded. 
Warden Shuler had two shots 
through his clothing. The party were all cap 
tured.and returned to prison. 


THE CVIBA CARI.E REPAIRED.

Vessel. 
New York, May 11.—The supposed fault or 
imperfection in the Cuba cable, which had 
interrupted communication during several 
inoncbs, proves lo have beeu a complete break. 
Wm. Mackintosh, the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company’s foreman of construction aud 
repairs in New York city, found the trouble a 
few days ago nearly a mile and a half from 
the shore, where he buoyed tbe parted ends 
aud effected the necessary repairs by insert­ 
ing 300 feet of new cable. The break showed 
that it had been made with an axe, doubtless 
in order to clear somo vessel’s anchor which 
had fouled.

Mr. E ditor—D e a r Sir :—We arc informed 
by Mr. Blackwell, through your last Saturday's 
edition, that the boiler which recently explod­ 
ed with such disastrous results at Shawangunk 
was not a “ regular" boiler but merely a 
straw-cooker,” and therefore he bad no au­ 
thority to inspect It. 
If the bursting of a sim­ 
ple “straw-cooker" causes such terrible havoc, 
eau you Imagine lite caruage that might result 
from the explosion of a “regular" boiler? Its 
destructive (lowers must bo fearful and ter­ 
rific. 
Personally we entertain no sentiment* ex­ 
cept those of kindness towards Mr. Blackwell, 
but we think we have a right to criticise his 
acts and ids judgment as a servant of the 
people. 
We have always sup|>osed that the 
object of our legislators iii making the law 
constituting the office of Boiler Inspector and 
prescribing aud defining the duties of said 
office was, so far as possible, lo guard against 
the destruction of life and property, resulting 
from various avoidable sauses, among which 
ware the unlimited pressure of steam hereto­ 
fore allowed upon boilers; general lack of 
knowledge on the part of those in charge of 
boilers regarding the effect of steam pressure; 
of th* strength of material, and the relative 
strength between boilers of different sizes aud 
different styles of constrnction. An Inspector, 
therefore, is supposed to be a man of experi­ 
ence, good judgment and common sense. 
The law cm(H)wers him to limit the pressure 
of steam to be carried on boilers, and it would 
seem to be his reasonable duty to impart in­ 
formation uDd advice regarding their manage­ 
ment to those in charge of boilers. 
The law empower* him to inspect ail sta­ 
tionary boilers in the district in which lie re­ 
sides aud holds office; together with the ap­ 
paratus and appliances eonuected therewith, 
aud to test the strength of the same by hy­ 
drostatic (iressure, aud “ in case any steam 
lioiler or the apparatus or appliances con­ 
nected therewith shall be deemed by such 
•Inspector to be itsecure or dangerous the 
said inspector shall as soon as convenient 
• confer with two practical engineers, who, 
with such Inspector, shall constitute a Board 
‘of Examiners, whose duty it shall be forth­ 
with to further examine suck boiler or boil- 
1 era, and any two of such Board shall pre- 
‘ scribe such changes and alterations as may 
render such boiler or boilers, apparatus aud 
appliances secure and devoid of danger and 
‘in the meantime, aud until such changes 
• sud alterations are made, the owner of such 
‘ boiler or boilers, oil notice to that eflect, 
‘ wbicn shall lie given at once by such In- 
' specter, shall be prohibited and prevented 
from using such boiler or boilers under a 
‘ penalty of fifty dollars for each day’s use." 
Ari amendment to this law prescribes that 
an Inspector shall receive five dollars, together 
with Ins actual ex cu ses for the inspection of 
such boiler; provided, however, that when two 
or more boilers are so connected by yipes or 
otherwise that all of the same boilers can be 
tested at on* operation, then and in that case 
JI the said boilers so connected shall be deem­ 
ed to be but otie lioiler, and no greater sum 
than five dollars and expenses incurred shall 
be charged for inspecting all of said boilers. 
It would seem, Mr. Hditor, from both tho 
spirit and letter of tho law that this “ straw 
cooker ” as it is technically called, might be 
considered an “ apparatus” or “ appliance," 
used in connection with the regular boiler in 
the manufacture of straw paper, and any per­ 
son competent to judge will tell you that a 
boiler two feet in diameter (which might make 
sufficient steam for a “ straw cooker” seveu 
feet in diameter) would be as safe carrying 
300 pounds of steam as the larger cylinder 
would carrying IOO pounds with visual thick­ 
ness of metal, and in the ease in question the 
pressure must have been the same in both the 
regular boiler and the revolving cylinder or 
straw c o o k e r yet Mr. Blackwell would in­ 
spect the one aud not the other. 
Mr. B. states that be visited this Shawan­ 
gunk palier mill last February, and did not 
inspect the boilers because there was danger 
of the pipes freezing. 
Hi* twenty-five years’ 
experience should have taught bim bow to 
warm the water sufficiently to prevent their 
freezing, and his long experience ami knowl­ 
edge of his duties as Inspector should have 
taught bim that a cylinder seven feet in diam­ 
eter, carrying from IOO to 125 pounds, ought 
to be thoroughly ins(>ected, as it is a danger­ 
ous concern, and especially so after having 
passed through fire, iii which it was apt to 
warp and become weakened. 
With 125 lbs. 
pressure to the square inch there was a force 
of nearly 350 tons pressing the two heads of 
this cylinder apart; but what m atter? it was 
oolv a “straw cooker,” unworthy of notice, 
and not a “regular boiler.” 
Had it killed a 
thousand, no one could be blamed. 
We trust that Mr. Blackwell will keep his 
watchful care over the “ regular boilers ” and 
not allow any of them to break loose upon 
We shall not mind the bursting of “straw 
cookers," and will soou get accustomed to 
them; but no “ regulars,” if you please.

in the extent of its productive industries and 
business transacted, is comparatively unknown 
even to its own residents.

open for guests, but that the decision of the 
board will damage him this yearprobablv $1,- 
200; that it will ruia his business, a u d it wiil 
make very little difference to him financially 
whether he keep3 open or not. 
Mr. Van Keu­ 
ren says he would not be so much dissatisfied 
if he had knotvn the intention of the Board 
about two months ago, when he could have 
disposed of his stock without loss. 
The hotel keepers had a meeting after the 
decision of the Board became known, but did 
not determine upon anything for future ac­ 
tion. 
They havo hopes the Board will relent, 
and iu the course of a month or two grant 
licenses. 
The temperance people, however, 
continue to work with unabated energy, and 
w ill, without doubt, prosecute any one who may 
have the impunity to sell notwithstanding the 
restriction, by complaint before tbe Grand 
Jury. When it became known that some of tho 
hotels had refused to entertain travelers, a 
number of gentlemen, temperance men, gave 
notice that they would accommodate all per­ 
sons who desired it at the lowest prices.

The Roller Explosion—“R egular” vs. 
“ Cooking” Boiler*. 


M r. E d ito r —D e a r S ir :—We are informed 
by Mr. Blackwell, through your last Saturday’s 
edition, that the boiler which recently explod­ 
ed with such disastrous results at Shawaugunk 
was not a “ regular” boiler but merely a 
straw-cooker,” and therefore he bad no au­ 
thority to inspect it. 
If the bursting of a sim­ 
ple “straw-cookec” cau3C3 sucll terrible havoc, 
can you imagine tlie carnage that might result 
from tlie explosion of a “regular” boiler? Its 
destructive powers must bo fearful and ter­ 
rific. 
Personally we entertain no sentiments ex­ 
cept those of kindness towards Mr. Blackwell, 
but we think we have a right to criticisa his 
acts and his judgment as a servant of the 
people. 
We have always supposed that the 
object of our legislators in making tbe law 
constituting the office of Boiler Inspector and 
prescribing and defining the duties of said 
office was, so far as possible, to guard against 
the destruction of life and property, resulting 
from various avoidable eauses, among which 
were the unlimited pressure of steam hereto­ 
fore allowed upon boilers; general lack of 
knowledge on the part of those in charge of 
boilers regarding the eflect of steam pressure; 
of the strength of material, and the relative 
streugth between boilers of different sizes and 
different styles of construction. An Inspector, 
therefore, is supposed to be a man of experi­ 
ence, good judgment and common sense. 
The law empowers him to limit the pressure 
of steam to be carried on boilers, and it would 
seem to be his reasonable duty to impart in­ 
formation and advice regarding tbeir manage­ 
ment to tbose in charge of boilers. 
Tbe law empowers bim to inspect all sta­ 
tionary boilers in tbe district in which lie re­ 
sides and bolds office; together with the ap- 
paratut and appliances eonuected therewith, 
and to test the strength of the same by hy­ 
drostatic pressure, aud “ in case any steam 
“ boiler or the apparatus or appliances con­ 
n e c te d therewith shall be deemed by such 
“ Inspector to be iesecure or dangerous tlie 
“ said Inspector shall a3 soon as convenient 
“ confer with two practical engineers, who, 
“ with such Inspector, shall constitute a Board 
“ of Examiners, whose duty it shall be forth- 
“ with to further examine such boiler or boil- 
“ ers, and any two of sueh Board shall pre­ 
s c rib e such changes and alterations as may 
“ render such boiler or boilers, apparatus and 
“ appliances secure and devoid of danger and 
“ in the meantime, and until such changes 
“ and alterations are made, tbe owner of such 
“ boiler or boilers, on notice to that eflect, 
“ whicn shall bo given at once by such In­ 
sp e c to r, shall be prohibited and prevented 
“ from using such boiler or boilers under a 
“ penalty of fifty dollars for each day’s use.” 
An amendment to this law prescribes th at 
an Inspector shall receive five dollars, together 
with his actual expenses for the inspection of 
such boiler; provided, however, that when two 
or more boilers are so connected by pipes or 
otherwise that all of the same boilers can be 
tested at one operation, then and in that case 
all the said boilers so connected shall be deem­ 
ed to be but one boiler, and no greater sum 
than five dollar3 and expenses incurred shall 
be charged for inspecting all of said boiieri. 
It would seem, Mr. Bditor, from both the 
spirit and letter of tho law that this “ straw 
cooker ” as it is technically called, might be 
considered an “ apparatus ” or “ appliance,” 
used in connection with the regular boiler in 
the manufacture of straw paper, and any per 
son competent to judge will tell you that a 
boiler two feet in diameter (which might make 
sufficient steam for a “ straw cooker” «even 
feet in diameter) would be a3 safe carrying 
300 pounds of steam as the larger cylinder 
would carrying 100 pounds with equal thick 
ness of metal, and in the ease in question the 
pressure must have been the same in both the 
regular boiler anil tho revolving cylinder or 
“ straw cooker;” yet Mr. Blackwell would in­ 
spect the one and not the other. 
Mr. B. states that he visited this Shawan- 
gunk paper mill last February, and did not 
inspect the boilers because there was danger 
of the pipes freezing. 
His twenty-five years’ 
experience should have taught him how to 
warm the water sufficiently to prevent their 
freezing, and his long experience and knowl­ 
edge of his duties as Inspector should have 
taught him that a cylinder seven feet in diam­ 
eter, carrying from 100 to 125 pounds, ought 
to be thoroughly inspected, as it is a danger­ 
ous concern, aud especially so after having 
passed through fire, in which it was apt to 
warp and become weakened. 
With 125 lbs. 
pressure to the square inch' there was a force 
of nearly 350 tons pressing the two beads of 
this cylinder apart; but what m atter? it was 
only a “straw cooker,” unworthy of notice, 
and not a “regular boiler.” 
Had it killed a 
thousaud, no one could be blamed. 
We trust that Mr. Blackwell will keep his 
watchful care over the “ regular boilers ” and 
not allow any of them to break loose upon 
us. 
We shall not mind the bursting of “straw 
cookers,” and will soon get accustomed to 
them; but no “ regulars,” if you please.
